Chancellor Von Buelow, In i lengthy re-

Larger Army Not Needed.

Von Vollmar, in the earller part of his
spoech, polnted out that the government
had chosen an Inopportune moment to In-
crease the army, since the present war
hivd chunged the sltuiation across the east
and west frontlers. He continued:

Russia Is so orippled from a military and
moral sense that there can arlse no ques-
tion of danger on the eastern frontier for
u long time and Europe I8 thereby rolleved
of an enormous burden and Russia's de-
feat hua given n severe blow to France's
palley of revenge,

We moclal democrats
to strengthen the peace movemant evoery-
where so that It will become (rresistible
Considering the present guarantees  of
weaee, particularly the reassembling of The
Hagun peace conference, the government
should not propose a further ncrease of
the army.

Yon Vollmar repelled the Imputation that
the socialists wished Germany to Interfere
In the far edstern war, adding:

The situation at the theater of war in
the Internal state of Russin Is not yet ripe;
therefore we demand neutrulity, not formal,
but actunl,

Von Vollmar then took up the published
statement that Hussia Intends to ralse a
great loan In Germany and that Germuany
will get the larger part of the orders for
war material and for bullding the new Rus.
slan fleet, and sald;

It would be a crime to advise Gormans
to lend money to Russin under the present
oircumstances and it would be o bréeach or
nouirality If Germany allows the new Rus-
slun feel to be bullt here,

Referring to Von Buelow's words In re.
plying to Herr Bebel, Herr von Vellmar
expressed amasement at the fact ‘“‘that
anybody can call the struggle ngainst Rus-
slan despotimm an crime. It I8 only ex-
plicable through our decp-seatad subservi-
ence und subjection to Russian.'

Chancellor's Polley Attacked,

The soclallsts loudly applauded the speak-
er's remurk that the chancellor's policy
toward Russia Is a reqdnsurance against
democracy. He supported this with a quo-
tatlon from the speech of the stale's at-
torney at the Koenlgsberg trial, who sald
that Germany had an Interest In maln-
talning Russian despotlsm. Quoting von
Buelow's complaint that the sociallsts
wanted to overthrow the existing order of
things In Russia, von Vollmar turned o
the chancellor and sald In an elevated
volce, and In earnest tones: “Yes, Mr.
Chancellor of the Emperor, that is what
we wish to do and wo have all clvilizged
Europe us our accomplices,™

This statement was grected with tre-
mendous and long-continued applause from
the left

Herr von Vollmar next took exception to
the standpolnt taken by Chancellor von
Buelow that the clreulation of German
HNterature In Husglan was & treasonable
net, showed that the Russlan law only
punishes an overt act and pdded:

“Lat us not be more Russian In CGermany
than th Russlans themselves."

The chancellor In replylng showed ovie
